It will be a 
damming shame on the escutcheon 
of dear old Kaintuck if a negro and 
a white child shall ever sit for learn- 
ing in the same hall and we have 
such implicit faith in the chivalry of 
the people of that state that it is our 
opuiioo that the lands will overflow 
with the blood of the negroes so
